Hig hwa y Co mmissio n Replies 
To Ga ry ’s Bo nd Issue Atta ck 


Jefferson City, October 26.—State Highway Engineer T. H. Cu tler this 
afternoon, on behalf of the State Highway Commission, issu ed a 
statement 
in reply to an attack carried in an advertisement sent to newspapers in 
the 
State by Theodore Gary of Kansas City, and several other prominent oppon­ 
ents of the measu re, on road bond proposition 3 for $7 5,000,000 to complete 
the State highway system. 
, 
Engineer Cu tler in his statement 
declares 
that 
the 
advertisement is 
“misleading propaganda by opponents of the proposition”. 
Not only is the advertisement misleading, he says, 
“bu t 
distorts 
the 
facts, and therefore is u ntru stworthy”. 
The advertisement,he savs, inclu des the name of Senator G. C. Morgan 
of Unionville as an opponent of the proposition after Senator 
Morgan had 
pu blicly denied that he is against it. 
The statement by Engineer Cu tler follows, in part: 
“There has ju st come to my notice an advertisement placed bv Mr. Theo­ 
dore Gary in a large nu mber of newspapers in this State. Mr. Gary is over­ 
looking fu ndamentals. 
“It is always good bu siness, and therefore necessary to make an invest­ 
ment in highways when the savings to the motorists thu s obtained exceed the 
interest, charges. The average interest charge, carried by Ihe motor vehicle 
owners u nder the terms of Proposition No. 3, wou ld be $2,000,000 a 
year 
($2.8 0 a motorist), which wou ld be less than the savings in the cost of op 
erating their cars. 
These savings, du e to an accelerated program resu lting 
from an investment of $35,000,000 ou t of the $7 5,000,000 bond issu e, will be 
abou t $51,000,000, while the proportional part of the $7 0,000,000 total inter­ 
est charge wou ld be $32,607 ,000, or a gain of over $17 ,000,000 from the speed­ 
ing u p program. Thi« greatly exceeds the interest charge, and therefore this 
road investment is ju stified. 
“Again, the State road bu ilding program is not a political 
porposition, 
bu t a bu siness proposition. We maintain that it is good bu siness to vest the 
au thority for the constru ction of ou r roads largely with a nonpolitical high­ 
way commission with a trained engineering department to carry on the work. 
A big proposition to be su ccessfu lly handled requ ires a program impossible 
where the same is su bject to a change with evrey change in the General As­ 
sembly. Regardless of how good the intentions of the Legislatu re might be. it 
is reasonable that a continu ing body of trained engineers constantly in tou ch 
with modern methods, with ou r own experience and that of other States 
to 
gu ide them, cou ld mot*' su ccessfu lly handle the proposition than the Legis­ 
latu re su bject to change every two years, 
Each session of the Legislatu re 
has attempted to change ou r present law.. 
“We do not know and challenge ou r opponents to state what special in­ 
terests have been exempted from increased taxation. 
The amendment pro­ 
vides against increase! taxation for the 
private 
au tomobile 
owner for ten 
years. The special interest « u eh as bu s and common carriers are not exempt 
irom increased taxation. 
Ihe average car owner shou ld be exempt from in­ 
creased taxation it the present rate is ample to bu ild the road by u sing this 
revenu e to capitalize a bond issu e. 
“It is alleged in Mr. Gary’s advertisement that the proposed road bond 
amendment fastens on the State a commission that will not 
be 
responsible 
either to the people or the Governor. This is manifestly an absu rd conclu sion, 
for all the elective State officials are provided for in the Constitu tion and no 
one yet has challenged their responsibility 
to the 
people. 
The 
proposed 
amendment does not nu llify the existing centennial road law u nder wnich the 
Highway Commission is created. 
The manner of appointing the 
Highway 
Commission and the term of office is not changed. The obligation of the com­ 
mission to report, every two years to the Legislatu re, its activities, accomp­ 
lishments, the money received and spent 
still 
remains 
the 
same. 
If Mr. 
Gary’s theory is correct, no elective officers of the State is responsible for the 
acts committed du ring his term of office. 
“Mr. Gary seems t<. think that the Legislatu re will amend 
the present 
centennial road law allowing fu nds to be u sed as needed and that aid may be 
extended to cou nties for their farm-to-market roads withou t increasing the 
gasoline tax. Evidnelly with no increase in revenu e, money cannot be spent 
at this time for farm-to-market roads withou t crippling the State road pro­ 
gram and seriou sly delaying the completion of State highways. 
No gain is 
obtained by changing the existing road law u nless fu rther revenu e is provid­ 
ed”.

IMPORTANCE OF 
FARMING TO MISSOURI 


By Francis M., W ilson 


I was reared on a farm near my home town of Platte City, Mo., was liv­ 
ing there and continued with “chores” until 1913, when I 
went 
to 
Kansas 
City to assum e the duties of United States A ttorney by appointment of Pres 
ident Wilson. 
I am quite confident that no duties o f a farm boy of the long 
ago escaped me, and, while manifold and arduous to an extent now unknown, 
the memory of the joys of the farm er boy of that period comes back to 
me 
as a precious recollection. 
And so 1 have w itnessed and been a part of farm 
life all my days. 
Therefore, it would seem natural 
that 
I 
would be 
ex 
tremely interested in the vexatious problems of the farmer, 
and 
tremend­ 
ously concrened about agriculture, particularly in this my native State. 
The importance of farm ing as an industry to this State is of such vast 
significance to the prosperity and happiness of its people» 
as to overshadow 
everything else. 
As the mountain to the hill, and as the giant to the pigmy, 
so is the business of farm ing when compared to all other State enterprises. 
It is the enduring foundation upon which is builded the happiness and aspir­ 
ations of more than a million people engaged in diversified agriculture. 
It 
is the great throbbing heart of Missouri, sending through 
vein 
and artery 
the rich red blood of commerce. 
Enfeeble its 
pulsations, 
and 
m illions 
of 
money would be lost; stop them, and you would remove from the circulatory 
. system and strike from the balance sheet of the State about 635 millions of 
dollars, representing in 1927 the production of farm, orchard, garden 
and 
vineyard. 
This grand total 
w as 
gathered 
from 
approximately 260,000 
tarms, of ar average size of 133 acres, and an average value of nearly $9,000. 
When I was a small boy, helping Mother with the chickens, “Old Speck”, 
a setting hen, was my aversion. 
She was a terror with beak and claw, and, 
with her fussing and scolding over nothing, she was cross on the nest and 
cross off the nest, reminding me of some people. 
But the good, bad and in­ 
different 
Specks 
to the number now of 30,970,320 by eggs and food value 
contributed to the sum mentioned around 58 million dollars, an amount more 
than half as much as the gold mined in the United States during the 
year 
mentioned, and on an average more than the value of all the oranges raised 
in California. 
Her broad bill is a dollar less a year than her sisters in Ore­ 
gon and sim ilar States, which goes a long way toward making profit instead 
of possible loss. 


Among the farm 
stock 
in which I took an alm ost affectionate interest 
during my boyhood, was a soft-eyed Jersey cow, Bianda, careful of leg and 
tail, and easy to milk. 
The population of Biandas— in which Jasper County 
leads—and others of the cow fam ily, gav-f to the total named nearly 64 and 
one-half million dollars in butter, cheese and other milk products. 
Wheat, 
corn, oats, anim als, other than cows, barley, rye, rice, hay, firewood, poto- 
toes, waterm elons, pastures, blue grass and its seed, *wool, honey and bees­ 
wax, tobacco, alfalfa and other seeds, tom atoes, strawberries, apples, pears, 
peaches, and grapes added som ething over 512 million dollais to 
the 
total. 
This State, 300 miles in length, and 280 m iles in width, 
with 
an 
estim ated 
population of three and one-half millions— the only State in the Union ein 
ploying cotton pickers, rice and ice harvesters— is first in walnut 
logs and 
lumber, blue grass and its seed, flavor of apples, soft wheat, flour. Short­ 
horn and Hereford cattle, profitable poultry production, farm seed market­ 
ing, and hay, horse, mule, feeder cattle and stock hog markets, and at 
the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition at San Francisco won the medal 
of honor 
for 
agricultural and horticultural exhibits. 
Briefly, M iasoun leads not onlv this 
nation but the world in diversified agricultural products. 


This super-basic business of m anufacturing raw foods for the susten 
ance of mankind is the most uncertain, precarious and hazardous, not alone 
in Missouri, but throughout the world. 
Unlike any' other business, large or 
small, the farmers and their wives of Missouri, in common with those of oth 
er State, cannot fix their own prices on anything produced, with the possible 
exception ol 
certain fancy breeds, but must acce*pt prices fixed by somebody 
else. 
They have no way of anticipating the 
future 
and 
regulating 
their 
business. 
They look to their hog- and cattle, and somiTimes disease comes 
and injures or destroys part or all of them; they turn to ripening wheat, oats, 
corn, barley and other standing grain, and frequently 
find 
that 
parasites, 
wind, flood, or hail have worked their havoc; and. hopeful of 
their 
apples! 
peaches, strawberries and other fruits, often discover that frost, drouth 
or 
insects have taken a heavy toll. 
Tn brief, the farmer w ages an unequal bat­ 
tle against every form of insect life as well as the unknown forces of 
N a­ 
ture. 
How long could any other business 
survive 
under 
such conditions? 
W hat affects the prosperity of the farm er find reflection in every home 
and 
am ong all classes of people. 
He does not desire sympathy. He does not wish 
favoritism and special privileges for him self, and 
objects 
to 
their 
being 
shown to others. 
But what he does ask, and has every right to expect, 
is 
just and fair treatm ent for his business from nation and State as translated 
into laws of equal and exact justice with other businesses. 
The pages of history are illumined with the valorous deeds of the .farm­ 
er. 
In peace, as in war, his rare courage and tireless efforts have fixed the 
attention and excited the admiration of the world. 
But nowhere are these 
qualities more vividly displayed than in overcoming the 
seem ingly 
insur­ 
mountable obstacles which constantly confront him. 
He never quits, so the 
word surrender ,s unknown to him. 
To such as these failure 
is impossible 
Never staying, never stopping, he faces the future unabashed and unafraid, 
a dauntless hero to the end, and so I have an abiding faith that 
the 
prob­ 
lems of the farm er can and will be solved to his advantage, and to the 
ad­ 
vantage and well being of all the citizens of our great State.— The Weeklv 
Kansas City Star, issue of October 24, 1928

FRANK KELLY

* The importance of farming as an industry to this State is of such vast 
significance to the prosperity and happiness of its people 
as to overshadow 
everything else. 
As the mountain to the hill, and as the giant to the pigmy, 
so is the business of farming when compared to all other State enterprises. 
It is the enduring foundation upon which is builded the happiness and aspir­ 
ations of more than a million people engaged in diversified agriculture. 
It 
is the great throbbing heart of Missouri, sending through 
vein 
and artery 
the rich red blood of commerce. 
Enfeeble its 
pulsations, and 
millions of 
money would be lost; stop them, and you would remove from the circulatory 
system and strike from the balance sheet of the Stitte about 635 millions of 
dollars, representing in 1927 the production of farm, orchard, garden 
and 
vineyard. 
This grand total 
was 
gathered 
from 
approximately 260,000 
farms, of an average size of 133 acres, and an average value of nearly $9,000. 
When I was a small boy, helping Mother with the chickens. “Old Speck”, 
a setting hen, was my aversion. 
She was a terror with beak and claw, and. 
with her fussing and scolding over nothing, she was cross on the nest and 
cross off the nest, reminding me of some people. 
But the good, bad and in­ 
different “Specks” to the number now of 30,970,820 by eg g s and food value 
contributed to the sum mentioned around 58 million dollars, an amount more 
than half as much as the gold mined in the United States during the 
year 
mentioned, and on an average more than the value of all the oranges raised 
in California. Her broad bill is a dollar less a year than her sisters in Ore­ 
gon and similar States, which goes a long way toward making profit instead 
of possible lots. 
Among the farm “stock” in which I took an almost affectionate interest 
during my boyhood, was a soft-eyed Jersey cow, Bianda, careful of leg and 
tail, and easy to milk. 
The population of Biandas—in which Jasper County 
leads—and others of the cow family, gavr to the total named nearly 64 and 
one-half million dollars in butter, cheese and other milk products. 
Wheat, 
corn, oata, animals, other than cows, barley, rye, rice. hay. firewood, poto 
toes, watermelons, pastures, blue grass and its seed, "wool, honey and b e e s­ 
wax, tobacco, alfalfa and other seeds, tomatoes, strawberries, apples, pears, 
peaches, and grapes added something i-ver 512 million dollats to 
the 
total. 
This State, 300 miles in length, and 280 miles in width, with an estimated 
population of three and one-half millions—the only State in the Union em­ 
ploying cotton pickers, rice and ice harvesters—is first in w aln u t 
logs and 
lumber, blue grass and its seed, flavor of apples, soft wheat, flour. Short­ 
horn and Hereford cattle, profitable poultry production, farm seed m arket­ 
ing, and hay, horse, mule, feeder cattle and stock hog markets, and at 
the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition at San Francisco won the medal 
of honor 
for 
agricultural and horticultural exhibits. 
Briefly, Missouri leads n«t only this 
nation but the world in diversified agricultural products 
This super-basic business of manufacturing raw food* for the susten­ 
ance of mankind is the most uncertain, precarious and hazardous, not alone 
in Missouri, but throughout the world. 
Unlike any other business, large or 
small, the farmers and their wives of Missouri, in common with those of oth­ 
er State, cannot fix their own prices on anything produced, with the possible 
exception of certain fancy breeds, but must accept price« fixed by somebody 
else. 
They have no way of anticipating the 
future 
and 
regulating 
their 
business. 
They look to their hogs and cattle, and so m etim es disease comes 
and injures or destroys part or all of them; they turn to rip en in g wheat, oats, 
corn, barley and other standing grain, and frequently find 
that 
parasites, 
wind, flood, or hail have worked their havoc; and, hopeful of their apples, 
peaches, strawberries and other fruits, often discover that frost, drouth 
or 
insects have taken a heavy toll. 
Tn brief, the farmer wages an unequal bat 
tie against every form of insect life as well as the unknown forces of 
Na­ 
ture. 
How- long could any other business 
survive under 
such conditions? 
What affects the prosperity of the farm er find reflection in every home 
and 
among all classes of people. He does not desire sympathy. He does not wish 
favoritism and special privileges for himself, and objects 
to 
their being 
shown to others. 
But what he does ask. and has every right to expect, is 
just and fair treatment for his business from nation and State as translated 
into laws of equal and exact justice with other businesses. 
The pages of history are illumined with the valorous deeds of the Jarm 
er. 
In peace, as in war, his rare courage and tireless efforts have fixed the 
attention and excited the admiration of the world.

He never quits, so the °ur’s in deferred payments, also, 
word surrender is unknown to him.
